The body of a 45-year-old saint 
fied white man believed to have been | ' 
a resident of Atlanta, or to have re- 
cently visited here, was found near 
Rock Springs, eight miles north of 
Lafayette, early Friday morning, 
death apparently having resulted 
from blows about the head with a 
blunt instrument. 

A price stub from the Acme Tire 
Exchange Company on Marietta 
street was the sole clue to the man’s 
identity. He was described as 5 feet 
8 inches tall, weighing 160 pounds, 
with blue eyes, dark brown hair and 
a bald spot on the top of his’ head. 
He was dressed in a blue denim shirt, 
blue serge trousers, a yellow sweater 
and a blue polka dot tie. The belt 
bore the initial ‘C.” 

Sheriff J. C. Keown, of Walker 
county, said he had been dead about 
three hours when doctors reached the 
scene. His head had been crushed 
with the instrument and the body 
thrown from a car near a bridge on 
the Rock Springs road. The condi- 
tion of the body indicated that he 
had been dead only a short time when 
it was first discovered by passersby. 

Officers believed that the man had 
been killed in a car and thrown out 
near the bridge, because the body 
had rolled off the embankment and 


at the spot where it was found there 
were no signs of a scuffle. 

Officers who began an investiga- 
tion at once admitted that they had 
only a slight clue—that of the price 
stub from the Atlanta tire place. 
Sheriff Keown said that the man’s 
fate was. dark, his nose broad and 
that he had a dimple in his chin.

NEARS CONGRESS 


Tax Provisions Remain 
To Be Completed Before 
Introduction. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(/)— 
Bearing the approval, now, of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the broad program ‘of 
the administration to link an elab 
rate public works program with in- 
dustrial co-operation in a concerted 
move against unemployment is slated 
definitely for submission to congress 
early next week. 

The legislation. which involves a 
bond issue of $3,300,000,000 for pub- 
lie construction and relaxation of the 
anti-trust laws to permit industry to 
reach agreements for stabilizing con- 
ditions and. providing more jobs, was 
said tonight to be completed except 
for a determination of what taxes 
would be applied. 

These would be needed to a total 
of approximately $220,000,000 a year 
to pay interest and provide an amorti- 
zation fund for the bonds. A s~-ecial 
committee named by President Roose- 
velt hopes to reach an agreement to- 
morrow. 

The chief executive and Lewis W. 
Douglas, director of the budget, have 
insisted that to keep the budget bal- 
anced the additional taxes be levied 
to underwrite the bond issue.

Was Creed

Though he left the game almost 
four years ago for more lucrative 
fields of endeavor, Loyd A. Wilhoit, 
advertising director of the Davison- 
Paxon Company, who died Friday, 
was a hewspaperman’s newspaper- 
man. ' 

For 12 years before going to Davi- 
son’s, Loyd was with The Constitu- 
tion, rising from cub reporter to city 
editor before a siege of ill health 
forced him to less exacting tasks 
about the editorial department. 

But in the parlance of the hews- 
room, he was a whiz. His cub days 
were spent on the paper during the 
war and he was in every sense a “leg 
man’—one who scuttles all over 
everywhere for news—perhaps he was 
the most original of leg men, for he 
not only walked miles about town 
each day but also made several trips 
back and forth to Camp Gordon and 
Fort McPherson on a motorcycle, 
reading and hustling copy in the of- 
fice and in spare moments filing pic- 
tures and clippings. 

It was the varied experience -Mr. 
Wilhoit gained during the war when 
The Constitution necessarily had a 
small staff which fitted him for the 
executive positions on the napér he 
was Jater to win. Loyd knew the re- 
porting game from all of its angles 
and he knew all the angles reporters 
played on and off the job. 

After his early training had fitted 
him for something higher, Mr. Wil- 
hoit was appointed city editor in 
about 1920. 

“Roving” City Editor. 

At first it wasn’t a job to his lik- 
ing, because it tied him down to a 
desk and everyone who knows the 
helter-skelter life of a reporter knows 
how one dislikes a desk job. But 
Loyd fixed the job to his liking. He 
was told to do what he wanted with 
it. So instead of having one assist- 
ant city editor he appointed two, leav-

“The said governments being fur- 
ther convinced that immediate action 
is of great importance, themselves 
agree and strongly urge all other gov- 
ernments participating in the confer- 
ence to agree that they will not, be-

Russia with the difference that we 
shall reserve an outward respect for 
the form of the constitution.”

WORK NOT WANTED. 

The offer of President Roosevelt 
of jobs in the forestation camps for 
unemployment to the members of 
the bonus army uncovers the in- 
sincerity of the claim of these mis- 
guided veterans that they want 
work, and, lacking work, should be 
given adjusted compensations in 
cash. 

The offer was openly scoffed at 
by the ringleaders of the second 
march on Washington. . 

The roll call of these leaders 
sounds like a leaf from the list of 
names in the Russian and Sicilian 
sections of New York, and unques- 
tionably the motives actuating these 
men are as un-American as are their 
names. | 

They do not want work, despite 
their fervent cries for it. What 
they really are seeking to do is to 
foment trouble. 

These alien-born Americans, or 
descendants of aliens, who have not 
absorbed the basic principles of 
Americanism, have misguided and 
are misleading maay ‘good men who 
are members of the bonus army 
and their trouble-making appear- 
ance in the national capital should 
not be attributed to the Legion as 
a whole. 

These bonus marchers do not re- 
flect the sentiment of the rank and 
file of the war veterans of the coun- 
try, who have definitely repudiated 
the movement. 

The refusal of the bonus maech- 
ers now in Washington to accept 
the work offered to them is defi- 
nite and unmistakable proof that 
their motive is not above suspicion 
and that they are after something 
else than work. 


INDUSTRY FINDS INSPIRATION: 


The open letter of Henry Ford to 
the American people, announcing 
renewed activity by his far-flung in- 
terests as his contribution to re- 
viving business conditions, is sig- 
nificant of the changed attitude of 
those American manufacturers, in- 
dustrialists and financiers who op- 
posed the election of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt because they feared the 
possible effects of his progressive 
policies. 

Now these men, almust as a unit, 
including even the New York bank- 
ing leaders who so bitterly opposed 
both his nomination and his elec- 
tion, have seen the light and are 
joining in praising and assisting the 
new administration in its efforts to 
bring order out of the nation’s eco- 
nomic chaos. 

This changed viewpoint is well 
expressed by Mr. Ford, who, in 
pointing out that “a great thing 
has occurred among us; we have 
made a complete turn-around, and 
at last America’s face is toward the 
future,” says in his letter to the 
public: 

Three years—1929 to 1932—we 
Americans looked backward. All our 
old financial and political machinery 
was geared to pull us out of the de- 
pression by the same door through 
which we entered. We thought it 
simply a case of going back the way 
we came. It failed. We now realize 
that the way out is forward—through 
it. Thanks for that belongs to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

It would be the easiest thing in the 


the Jews, but they do not wish to 
enter into any -argument about the 
matter at all. For they know they 
can’t uphold their nonsensical claims 
and when these claims are destroyed 
they would be deprived of an invalua- 
ble piece of demagogy, .of an impor- 
tant whiplash to keep national senti- 
ment at the fever point. 

After wandering all over Europe 
these last 10 years, I think I am en- 
titled to say that instead of seeing 
Jews basking in the lap of luxury 
while others suffer is positively con- 
trary to the truth.

Swastika. 


The interesting geometric sign, 
known as the swastika, or hooked 
cross, known in German as haken- 
kreuz and in France as croix gam- 
mee, is of very mysterious origin. A 
famous Dutch scholar, Professor Ob- 
bink, once wrote, I don’t remember 
where, that the roots of the word are 
composed of “su,” which means good 
and “as,” which means to be. I think 
he said these roots are sanacrit. 

In Holland it is sometimes called 
the gamma cross, from the Greek let- 
ter gamma. It takes a place between 
the different cross shapes. There is, 
for instance, the Latin cross, the one 
we see on Christian and especially on 
Roman Catholic churches; the Greek 
cross, the Cross of St. Anthony and 
the crux commissa, which has a laid- 
on beam. The Egyptian cross, or 
crux ansata, withja bowl-shaped dome 
on the cross-beam.

A LIGHT AT NIGHT IS A 
NEUROTICISM. 
My small son who is five years of 


age awakens during the night and 
says he is afraid and I must put on 
the light. He has a nap every after- 
noon ‘of one hour and has very nour- 
ishing food. I wrote you a few weeks 
ago and I am sorry I neglected to 
send a stamped, addressed envelope. 
I can’t understand why this should 
be. 1 would greatly appreciate your 
help. Thanking you in advance, I am 
( Mrs. 8. J. G.) 

Come, come, my dear Watson, the 
letter presents several features of in- 
terest. Twice in the brief message 
the lady seems to apologize for her 
son. First because he is small, and 
again because she can’t understand 
his extraordinary behavior. 

Then she acknowledges that he is 
a personage of imperious character 
and when he commands there is 
naught to do but obey. It is quite 
likely the young man, when compos- 
ing the household for his rest at night 
leaves a memorandum with the sub- 
conscious to wake him at 1 a, m. and 
again around 4 without fail so that 
he may have the pleasure of com- 
manding that there light. There's 
a lot of satisfaction for a spoiled 
— seeing everybody jump when he 
calls. 

This child has very nourishing food, 
whatever that may mean. It means 
nothing to us, but perhaps it implies 
some kind of insipid proprietary stuff 
in the mind of the unfortunate child’s 
parents. The training and environ- 
ment that cultivate the habit of rais- 
ing an alarm and demanding light 
and activity from all hands in the 
night would scarcely fail to cultivate 
queer whims and abnormal tastes as 
to food. One of the characteristic 
traits of our national neuroticism is 
our childlike delight in pretty pack- 


ages. 

Every child is entitled to a clean, 
comfortable, airy and reasonably quiet 
place to sleep, and a bedtime sched- 
ule as unchangeable as dinner time. 
Babies under six months of age 
should sleep from 16 to 18 hours a 
day, the waking periods being only 
an hour or so long. At the age of a 
year 14 to 16 hours of sleep will be 
enough, 11 or 12 at night, and two 
or three hours in the day, in morn- 
ing and afternoon naps. At the age 
of two years, the baby still needs the 
11 or 12 hours sleep at night and 
shorter naps of perhaps an hour each 
forenoon and afternoon. At four years, 
the child needs the same 11 or 12 
hours sleep at night and-a nap of 
one-half hour once or twice daily. 
The afternoon nap should be kept up 
until the child is six or seven years 
old, and even in older children it is 
an excellent health habit not to be 
discouraged. From six to ten years 
a child can get ———— 11 hours 
sleep every night. rom 12 to 16 
years, 10 hours sleep is the right 
ration.

Older 
children who have dinner or supper 
at 6 or 6:30 may be allowed to pass 
the time between dinner and bedtime 
at any quiet amusement or play, but 
should not be allowed to have any 
exciting diversions at this time.

On May 27. Morgenthau will be 
come governor ef the new farm credit 
administration and he took steps to- 
day to set up five divisions, each of 
which will have a corresponding divi- 
sion in the cities where the federal 
land banks are situated. The divisions 
will be: Federal land loans, interme- 
diate credit loans, production credit, 
to help build up farm loan co-opera- 
tives, co-operative credit and emergen- 
cy credit.

CAUSES FOUND 
IN RING DEATH 


NEW ORLEANS, May 12.—(4)— 
In a partial report on inquiry into 
the death of Jack Holland, 24-year- 
old Tulane University athlete, who 
died last Tuesday following a profes- 
sional fight with Tony Marullo, local 
boxer, Dr. George Roeling, coroner, 
today confirmed the original finding 
that death was due to cerebral hem- 
orrhage but added that an acute tuber- 
cular condition in various vital or- 
gans had been a direct contributing 
factor. 

The condition, apparently already 
developed, he said, would not have 
been apparent in the customary ex- 
amination given fighters before 
matches but would have been revealed 
only through blood tests. 

“The blows. Holland received (in 
the fight),” the report said in part, 
“were blows that a man not in his 
condition probably would have _ re- 
ceived without being injured as he 
was. It was not a q n of the 
power of the blows, but of the ca- 
poets of the body to meet them. ... 

e found acute areas of small tuber- 
cules over most of his lungs and 
patches of tubercular areas throughout 
the muscle tissues of the heart, spleen 
and liver.” 

The coroner expressed the opinion 
that it “probably would have been 
only a matter of a short time” be- 
fore the condition would have brought 
about a collapse, even if Holland had

Gas-Electricity Tax 
Is Passed by Senate 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(/)— 
After turning down more than a dozen 
amendments, including proposals for 
higher tariffs against depreciated cur- 
rency countries and for decentraliza- 
tion of wealth through confiscatory 
taxation, the senate today passed the 
$168,000,000. gasoline-electricity tax 
bill and returned it to the house for 
action on revisions. 

Passed without a Secord vote after 
two days of debate, the measure 
changes the house provision trans- 
ferring the present three per cent 
electricity tax from the consumer to 
the producer by dividing it so that 
a two per cent levy would be paid 
by producers of commercial and house- 
bold energy and a one per cent tax 
by industrial users, ' 

Other provisions continue the fed- 
eral l-cent-a-gallon gasoline tax an- 
other year beyond July 1; reduce drop 
letter postage from 3 to 2 cents, and 
authorize the president \ to change 
other postal charges up or down as 
he sees fit. 

The gasoline levy is expected to 
raise $137,000,000 and the electricity 
tax about $31,000,000. The reduction 
in local first-class mail rates is de- 
signed to increase mail volume and

NEW YORK, May 12.—(/)—Firm- 
ness of high-grade bonds was the fea- 
ture of the listed loans market to- 
day where a number of the recent 
speculative favorites encountered con- 
siderable profit-taking resistance. 

United States governmer’ securi- 
ties continued their steady advance 
with gains ranging from 1-32nd to 
20-32nds of a point, with interest 
principally centered in the low-yield 
treasuries. Many of the best rails, 
industrials and utilities moved up 
fractionally to around a- point. 

Sales totaled $17,981,000, par 
value, or about $5,000,000 under yes- 
terday’s high mark for the past year 
and a half. The average for 60 do- 
mestic corporate loans managed to 
hold a gain of three-tenths «° a point 
at 72.5, another new 1933 high. 

Western Union maturities advanced 
1 to around 5 points. Various spe- 
cialties came in for attention. Among 
these were Container Corporation 5s 
and 6s, up 3 1-8 and 4 3-4 points, 
respectively; Crown Williamette Pa- 
per 6s, up 3 1-2, and Crown Cork 
6s, up 1. 

Other gainers included some issues 
of American Telephone, Cheapeake & 
Ohio, St. Paul, Consolidated Gas, 
Goodyear, Louisville & Nashville, 
Norfolk & Western, Southern Rail- 
way, Utilities Power & Light, West- 
‘rn Electric and Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube. Most realizing reactions 
were limited to a point or less. 

German obligations reflected an- 
nouncement of the reich government 
that it would pay June 1 interest on 
the Young Plan 5 1-2 per cent issue 
on the basis of present exchange rates 
instead of in gold. The Bank for 
International Settlements refused to 
accept this basis and requested Ger- 
many to comply with the gold clause 
of the bonds. Disarmament uncer- 
tainties were also seen as a factor in 
the decline of German loans. The 
Young Plan 5 1-2s lost 3 points and 
the government 7s ‘dropped 3 5-8. 
Other German bonds were off 1 to 
3 or more. Japanese issues were 
also redctionary, losing 1 to around 
3 points. French bonds steadied.

“ON SHOALS BILL! 


Senate Wins on Both Dis- 


puted Points; To Pass 
Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—4)— 
The Muscle Shoals-Tennessee valley 
development bill was still in confer- 
ence between house and senate to- 
night, although representatives of both 
predicted a final agreement would be 
signed tomorrow. 

Members of the conference groups 
said an agreement had been reached 
on all “material matters” and that 
only .the language was still to be de- 
termined upon. 

They predicted the agreement would 
be signed tomorrow so that the bill 
may be sent to the White House early 
next week. 

Senate language permitting govern- 
ment construction of power transmis- 
sion lines without restriction has been 
agreed to by the conferees. The 
other controversy, over the production 
of fertilizer, also has been settled to 
the satisfaction of Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, author of the sen- 
ate bill. es 

The exact scope of the fertilizer 
agreement was not announced, but 
senate conferees said it was drafted 
to permit experimental production, 
with sale of any surplus. 

House conferees said it would leave 
discretion with the Muscle Shoals 
board to go into quantity production 
if it desired. 

In accepting the substance of the 
senate bill on transmission lines and 
fertilizer production the house con- 
ferees acceded to the wishes of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who urged this course 
upon them a few days agu. 

Senator Norris contended that the 
house language requiring the Muscle 
Shoals board to negotiate for the pur- 
chase of. private transmission lines 
before constructing any would block 
government construction of the line. 

He opposed the house language for 
the commercial production of ferti- 
lizer on the grounds that it was im- 
practical to make cheap fertilizer 
with the present equipment of Muscle 
Shoals and contended that the quan- 
tity production of this farm product 
was desired by the power companies 
to prevent government produced en- 
ergy from competing with them.
